To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Nantyglo  and  Blaina  Urban  District  Council 


Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1961. 

The  Registrar  General’s  population  figure  for  the  Urban  Area  is  10,960 
which  shows  a decrease  of  30  since  last  year. 

The  general  health  of  the  people  during  the  past  year  has  been  very  good 
with  once  again  an  absence  from  any  serious  epidemic  disease.  The  following  tables 
show  that  on  the  whole  infectious  diseases  notified  were  confined  to  the  milder 
illnesses  such  as  Measles  and  Whooping  Cough 

The  number  of  cases  of  tuberculosis  notified  was  again  very  small, 
this  trend  will  continue  as  new  breakthroughs  in  the  treatment  of  this  disease 
occur. 

My  sincere  thanks  is  expressed  to  all  Members  of  the  Council  and  Staff 
for  their  co-operation  and  help  throughout  the  year.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 

Water  Supply 

The  water  supply  of  the  district  is  supplied  in  bulk  by  the  Ebbw  Vale 
Urban  District  Council.  The  service  reservoir  being  situated  at  Llangyndir 
Mountain,  Beaufort.  The  water  is  clorinated  and  filtered  by  slow  filters  before 
comming  into  the  District. 

The  water  is  of  a soft  character  and  chemical  analysis  has  shown 
that  a slight  solvent  action  is  produced  when  in  contact  with  lead  pipes.  The  use 
of  lead  in  service  and  distributing  pipes  is  therefore  prohibited,  although 
permissible  in  hot  water  systems. 


Swimming  Baths 

There  are  still  no  public  or  privately  owned  swimming  baths  in  the  District. 
Neighbouring  authorities  Abertillery  and  Brynmawr  have  baths  and  these  are  used 
by  the  general  public  as  well  as  organised  parties  from  schools  in  the  area. 

Ponds  are  still  being  used  in  the  District  for  swimming  despite  the  fact 
that  they  are  quite  unfit  for  swimming. 

Drainage 

Drainage,  sewerage  is  on  the  water  carriage  system.  The  subsidiary  sewers 
are  connected  up  with  the  Western  Valley  (Mon)  main  trunk  sewer  discharges 
into  the  sea  at  low  water  west  of  the  mouth  of  the  River  Usk. 

Public  Cleansing 

Public  cleansing  and  refuse  collection  is  controlled  by  the  Council’s 
Engineer  & Surveyor. 

Refuse  is  collected  three  times  a weeks,  although  householders  still  persist 
in  depositing  refuse  on  open  spaces  near  their  homes. 


STATISTICS  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  OF  THE  URBAN  AREA 


Good  progress  was  made  on  the  erection  of  the  one  hundred  and  twenty  two 
houses  at  the  Coedcae  Estate  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  one  hundred  and  sixteen 
had  been  let.  The  majority  of  these  houses  were  allocated  to  families  from 
slum  clearance  properties  and  by  arranging  exchanges  several  more  families  were 
releived  of  overcrowded  conditions. 

Thirty  six  old  peoples  bungalows  were  also  completed  and  occupied  and  several 
large  houses  were  released  to  rehouse  bigger  families  off  the  general  needs  housing 

list. 

The  Council  is  going  ahead  with  plans  to  erect  a further  174  houses  at  the 
Laurels  Site  at  Winchestown  and  a start  should  be  made  early  next  yeay.  Progress 
is  also  being  made  with  plans  for  more  old  peoples  bungalows  to  be  erected  in 
the  three  wards  of  the  Urban  area. 

The  worst  of  the  slum  clearance  areas  have  now  been  dealt  with,  hut  a large 
number  of  sub-standard  properties  still  remain  in  badly  planned  areas.  The  Slum 
Clearance  sub-committee  are  considering  these  properties,  and  planning  a programme 
which  will  cover  the  next  twenty  years.  This  is  by  no  means  an  easy  task  and  the 
report  should  be  nearing  completion  early  next  year.  A programme  of  this  nature  is 
a necessity,  especially  when  dealing  with  applications  for  standard  and  discretionary 
grants,  as  the  improved  dwelling  must  have  an  expected  minimum  life  of  fifteen  or 
thirty  years  respectively.

Byelaws  under  Section  15  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1958. 

Byelwas  for  securing  the  observance  of  sanitary  and  cleanly  conditions  and 
practise  in  connection  with  the  handling,  wrapping  and  delivery  of  food  are  in 
operation  in  the  Urban  area.  It  has  not  been  necessary  to  take  legal  action  as  food 
traders  generally  Are  co-operative  in  the  question  of  food  hygiene. 

The  standard  of  clealiness  amongst  food  retailers  in  the  district  is  high,  better 
methods  of  pre-packing  goods  has  raised  the  standard  of  hygiene.  A healthy 
competitive  spirit  amongst  shop  keepers  has  also  helped  in  this  direction.

PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT,  1949 


The  work  of  rat  and  mice  destruction  has  proceeded  satisfactorily 
and  has  been  carried  out  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  above  act.

The  bait  is  deposited  on  the  benching  of  the  manholes  or  upon  metal 
baiting  trays  fitted  to  manhole  walls.  Each  manhole  being  pre-^aited  upon  alternate 
days,  and  on  the  third  day  a proportionate  amount  of  poison  was  added  to  the  base 
bait  and  laid  at  all  points  which  had  resulted  in  a take  of  pre-bait. 

In  accordance  with  the  instruction  issued  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture 
Fisheries  and  Food,  (Infestation  Control  Department)  the  base  bait  and  poison  used 
are  alternated  for  sewer  treatments  and  the  results  proved  the  efficiency  of  this 
change  in  bait  and  poison. 

The  work  of  rodent  control  is  carried  out  in  this  area  by  a full  time 
Officer,  *nd  the  following  report  shows  the  number  of  inspections,  infestations 
and  treatments  carried  out  during  the  twelve  months  ending  31st  December  1961.

MEAT  INSPECTION 


There  are  no  privately  or  publicly  owned  slaughterhouses  within  the  Urban  Area. 
The  bulk  of  the  meat  entering  the  butchers  shops  in  the  district  comming  from 
the  slaughterhouse  in  the  neighbouring  district  of  Brynmawr.  A quantity  also 
cornes  from  Newport,  Maesycwmmer  and  Abergavenny. 

An  additional  Public  Health  Inspector  is  employed  by  the  Brynmawr  Couhcil 
on  full  time  meat  inspection,  the  cost  of  the  service  being  bourne  by  the 
six  neighbouring  Local  Authorities  forming  a Joint  Committee,  these  being
